Drop-Out Mechanic 


Is Seized At Dawn 


SANTA CRUZ (UP!) — Sheriff’s deputies today 
arrested John Linley Frazier, charged with the slay­ 
ing of Victor M. Ohta and four others, less than a mile 
from the scene of the mass murders at Ohta's moun- 
taintop mansion. 
The suspect, a 24-year-old Santa Cruz mechanic 
who “dropped out’’ and became a hippie, was picked 
up at 7:30 a.m. in a heavily wooded area staked out 
by officers since soon after the killings Monday night. 
An hour later, Santa Cruz County Sheriff’s As­ 
sistant Lou Keller told newsmen the man in custody 
was definitely Frazier. 
He was brought out of the mountainous, heavily 
timbered terrain and taken to 
the Santa Cruz County Jail. 
It was reported that shooting 
occurred during the capture, 
but this could not be confirmed. 
There were no reports t h a t 
anyone was wounded.

Marin's Program For U.N. 
Provides Wry Commentary 


Marin will observe the 25th anni­ 
versary of the United Nations with a 
program tonight at the Festival Thea­ 
ter in San Anselmo. 
The program, featuring San Fran­ 
cisco Supervisor Dianne Feinstein as 
speaker, originally was scheduled for 
the Civic Center. It was moved to the 
F e s t i v a l Theater because the Civic 
Center now is closed at night as a part 
of security measures adopted after the 
.Oct. 8 courtroom bombing. 
-I 
The fact that it no longer is safe to 
.liave public night meetings in Marin 
County’s No. 1 public building says a 
; great deal about the state of civiliza­ 
tion in our county, and the respect for 
law, order and mutual responsibility 
on which civilization rests. 
The fact that the Civic Center 
’therefore is not available for a pro­ 
gram celebrating the birthday of the 
"United Nations affords another wry 
commentary. 


THE UNITED N ATIONS was born 
amid high hopes a quarter-century ago 
in San Francisco. 
It has not, to date, fulfilled those 
high hopes. It has failed to keep the 
world free from war. It has failed to 
-bring the degree of international coop­ 
eration which its founders envisioned. 
.It has failed to prevent unilateral ac- 
ttions by the great powers, secret treat­ 
ie s among nations great and small, the 
im position of dictatorships upon peo­ 
p le who did not ask for them. 
There are those who therefore call 
-it a failure. a C o m m u n i s t front, a 
'worse-than-useless 
expense 
saddled 
.principally upon the United States. 


THE UNITED NATIONS Building 
is for New York a tourist attraction 
comparable to the Civic C e n t e r for 
Marin County. 
Hundreds of people from through­ 
out the world — from fascist coun­ 
tries. communist countries, democra­ 
cies, autocracies — work in the United 
Nations Building. There, in scores of 
tongues, leaders from countries as dis­ 
parate as the United States and the 
Byelorussian Soviet Socialist Republic 
debate matters of national and world 
import. Thousands of tourists throng 
the building’s halls. Pickets protesting 
something as far away as Rhodesia or 
Outer Mongolia are not-unusual sights 
outside its doors, 
In December. 1964. three Cubans 
fired a rocket across the East River at 
the United N a t i o n s Building. Their 
aim was bad. 
That was as close as the U.N. sky­ 
scraper, with its thousands of windows, 
has come to being closed by a bomb. 
THE UNITED N A T 1 0 N S is 25 
years old. The United States of Ameri­ 
ca is nearly two centuries old. Marin 
County is well bevond its first century 
mark. 
Those who attend the program at 8 
o’clock tonight at the Festival Theater 
will be honoring a world organization 
that, for all its shortcomings, seems to 
have succeeded a little better in its 
first 25 years in subjecting disagree­ 
ments to civilized discussion than our 
nation and county have done in their 
much longer lives. 
Perhaps the U.N. is really the hope 
of the future which its f o u n d e r s 
dreamed it might be.

Without getting into 
the merits of the Maryland 
senator’s fight with the gun 
lobby, the ban on sales of fed­ 
eral mailing lists should be ap­ 
plied unmistakably to lobby­ 
ists as well as commercial 
users.

WASHINGTON - The an­ 
swer as to wTho and what was 
behind the suit to block publi­ 
cation of the House Internal 
Security Committee's report, 
on radical, revolutionaries who 
got fancy fees for lecturing at 
universities may rest in the 
committee itself. 
A committee m e m b e r is 
strongly suspected by his col­ 
leagues of being involved in 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union’s surprise attempt to en­ 
join the committee's report — 
an unprecedented legal action, 
so far as is known. 
The suspected member is a 
militant civil libertarian with 
reputed ties with the ACLU; 
he disapproved of the invest ig- 
tion and sniped at it through­ 
out its duration; the ACLU ob­ 
viously was in possession of an 
advance copy of the report be­ 
cause it quoted from the docu­ 
ment in the injunction petition 
filed. in a federal court before 
the report was released — in 
flat defiance of the court's 
temporary restraining order. 
STILL UNKNOWN is why 
the ACLU sought to suppress 
the 'Committee’s findings... 
The ACLU' professes: to be a 
vigorous foe of secrecy and 
great champion of the “ peo­ 
ple’s right to know.” Yet the 
express purpose of its sudden 
suit was to bar the publication 
of the names of “radical revo­ 
lution a ríes’’ who were paid 
thousands cf dollars for deliv­ 
ering extremist lectures to col­ 
lege students. 
T h e committee's findings 
are explicit on that, as fol­ 
lows: 
At the 184 colleges and, uni­ 
versities surveyed., 1,168 out­ 
side speakers delivered 1,411 
talks lor which they received 
$909,335 in honoraria. A consi­ 
derable percentage of highly 
paid lecturers were commu­ 
nists, radicals and a wide 
range of ofher militante and 
extremists.

HE SUGGESTED that citi­ 
zens form regional districts, 
taxing themselves to preserve 
nearby open space. 
“ Our program is a selective 
one, We recommend that the 
most vulnerable land should 
be purchased first.” 
Stalling actions such as zon­ 
ing potential open space lands 
for one-acre lots may be used, 
he said, .to prevent develop­ 
ment of vulnerable lands until 
studies have been conducted to 
determine the best long-range 
use of vacant land in Marin j 
County. But, he warned, “The 
■ way to keep it open is to buy 
it. You 'dare not wait.”

They nabbed 
three and cited one owner, ac­ 
cording to Christopher Arend. 
study body president. 
“We hope to have the (hu­ 
mane society) dog c a t c h e r s 
here at least once a week,”1 said 
Arend. “Yesterday's (Wednes­ 
day’s! collection went without 
incident.” 
Last year when the dog catch- ¡ 
ers went on campus, students , 
hung signs from building win­ 
dows proclaiming “Keep Dogs 
on Campus.”' 
"The students were very co­ 
operative.’’ Mel L. Morse, exec­ 
utive director of the humane so­ 
ciety, said yesterday. “It was 
their idea to ask us (society) to 
come on campus.” 
The new rules, which were 
drafted by the students, are ex­ 
pected to be expanded by the 
board of trustees to encompass 
all animals on campus, not just 
dogs. 
A fact sheet drafted by the 
students on the dog problem 
says about M persons have 'been 
bitten on campus by dogs during 
the last three years and the col­ 
lege is spending about $50 a 
week cleaning up dog drop­ 
pings.

Black Voodoo Queen Marie Laveaux 
Is Paid Tribute At Halloween Time

This is the month for the appearance of 
ghosts, witches and other magical and mythi­ 
cal spirits — when children sit wide-eyed as 
they listen to weird stories about sorcerers 
and their unnatural powers. 
Most black people, especially those from 
the South, have for generations heard stories 
about the greatest sorceress of them all — 
the black voodoo queen, Marie Laveaux. 
Originally African snake worshipers, the 
voodoo cult was brought to this — 
country via the West Indies. It 
particularly flourished in New 
Orleans. Though called voodoo 
by most, the sect is also re­ 
ferred to as hoodoo. 


This initially all-black cult at­ 
tracted a few whites who be­ 
came zealous followers.

A 
good guarantee will state specif­ 
ically what’s covered and how it 
will be honored. A guarantee is 
even more valuable if it carries 
the name of a nationally-known 
firm.

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Shape Kitchen 
To Fit Need 


According to Hotpoint’s Kitch­ 
en Planning Service, the home­ 
maker can select from four ba­ 
sic k i t e h e n floor plans — 
l-Shaped, L-Shaped, Corridor, 
and One-Wall. 
There are variations of each 
of these plans caused by door 
and window locations, but nev­ 
ertheless, each basic shape will 
retain its essential advantages 
and disadvantages. 
Experts rate these basic de­ 
signs as follows: 
The U-Shaped kitchen contin­ 
ues to be a floor-plan leader. It 
adapts easily to efficient work 
patterns and, properly designed, 
this shape affords ample count­ 
er and storage space. 
TO BE effective, however, a 
U-Shape requires m a x i m u m 
space. If squeezed into an 8x8 
foot area, the corners waste 
space and are overly expensive. 
The U-Shape is often used in 
connection with a family room, 
with one arm of the ‘IT as a 
room dividing peninsula. 
Second in popularity is the 
L-Shaped kitchen. The “L” uti­ 


lizes two walls and allows great 
flexibility in placement of appli­ 
ances and storage and snack 
areas. 
The arrangement has space 
for a breakfast area or dining 
room. When the kitchen Is used 
as a dining room, however, 
there is no separation of the din­ 
ing and kitchen facilities. 
T IIE 
CORRIDOR arrange­ 
ment is a favorite for apart­ 
ments because it adapts readily 
to efficient work patterns and 
saves installation costs. Often 
part of one side is used as a 
snack bar or room divider. 
The Corridor kitchen usually 
has a door at each end, result­ 
ing in an 'inefficient traffic pat­ 
tern through the work triangle, 
although careful planning can 
easily eliminate this problem. 
While the two-wall kitchen uti­ 
lizes all its space, very often it 
is arranged with a too-narrow 
aisle or insufficient space be­ 
tween appliances. This results 
in u n s a f e or uncomfortable 
work patterns for the homemak­ 
er; open appliance doors often 
block the aisle.

Chose Colors To Flatter 


When decorating or redecorat­ 
ing your home, pick the colors 
you like best and which are the 
most becoming to you and plan 
your color scheme accordingly 
— regardless of period or cur­ 
rent fashion fads. And, unless 
you're a hermit, make certain 
the entire family is considered 
durif.g the selection process.

There is more to buying a tel­ 
evision set than arranging for 
the financing. 
In fact, price 
alone should never be the decid­ 
ing point when purchasing a set. 
Prices can be confusing since 
they range from less than $100 
for a s m a l l - s c r e e n black- 
and-white set to more than $2000 
for a home enterta'nment sys­ 
tem which includes ce’or televi­ 
sion, stereo and tape player. 
Quality color television sets will 
range from $400 to 
$800 this 
year. 
As a guide to a sounder ap­ 
proach to this home entertain­ 
ment investment, design engi­ 
neers for Teledyne Packard Bell 
in Los Angeles give these tips: 
COMPARE the square inches 
of actual picture provided by 
the television screen. All manu­ 
facturers must specify televi­ 
sion sizes according to the ac­ 
tual viewing area, rather than 
the size of the picture tube. It 
determines the brightness and 
clarity of your picture. 
The 
higher the voltage, usually the 
better the picture. The set you 
buy should have at least 1.000 
volts for each diagonal inch of 
v i e w i n g area. The present 
25-inch set with newer technical 
r e f i n e m e n t s , for example, 
should have approximately 24,- 
500 to 25,000 volts for a well- 
defined picture. 
Automatic color control and 
automatic noise inverter are im­ 
portant for good color reception. 
Preset fine tuning allows setting 
of the channel once and does 
away with c o n s t a n t fiddling 
with the set. In some color sets, 
there are electronic provisions 
called autom atic frequency con­ 
trol (AFCI or automatic fine 
tuning (AFT) that does the fine 
tuning for you. These devices 
arc to color TV what AFC is to 
FM radios, locking in the host 
picture elecironically and au­ 
tomatically. 
MANUFACTURERS are cur­ 
rently in a race to achieve high­ 
er color picture brightness lev­ 
els. Ask to view black matrix 
type color 
tubes, those 
that 
c o m b i n e improved phosphor 
with a new process that sur­ 
rounds the screen's nearly one 
million tiny dots vvi h a black 
coating. Black matrix or sur­ 
round offers brilliance, color pu­ 
rity and color fidelity not found 
in conventional tubes. 
For added convenience, the set 
should have a remote control 
ready feature, w i t h wireless

Decorate To Personal Taste 


If every room were ideally de­ 
signed, your decorating prob­ 
lems would be much fewer. But 
because many rooms are very 
definitely not well designed, due 
to whatever v a r i a n c e s mav 
have entered, you have to use 
a few tricks.

Hanging the draperies actu­ 
ally beside the window, rather 
than over it widens the visible 
glass and lets in all available 
light.

By DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 
NEW YORK lUPI) — The 
dining room, virtually extinct 
only a few years ago, has made 
a comeback. 
Today, the dining room occu­ 
pies about 142 square feet of 
space a room averaging nearly 
12 by 12 feet in approximately 
63 per cent of all new single 
family homes. It accounts for 8.7 
per cent of the total cost of the 
average 828.900 home. 
STANDARD features general­ 
ly include wood flooring or car­ 
peting rather than tile, at least 
two windows, and a hanging 
chandelier. What’s more, the 
dining room is three times more 
likely than the living room to be 
treated with expensive wallpa­ 
per and. in 28 per cent of new 
homes, even includes built-in 
storage. 
That’s the word of people who 
keep an eye on such things: the 
marketing experts for B. Brody 
Seating Co., Chicago manufac­ 
turer of dining furniture. Henry 
O. Radloff. vice president of 
Brody’s dinette division, said 
“There’s no question but that 
the dining room once again is 
an essential . . . Homemakers 
appear to have had enough of 
dispensing methodical meals in 


the kitchen or in a tight little 
island connected to the living 
room. They want to serve grac­ 
iously in a separate room de­ 
signed for the purpose and away 
from the clutter that’s part and 
parcel of food preparation.” 


IN FACT, Radloff said, ‘‘To­ 
day’s homemaker is demanding 
a choice of spaces and places to 
serve food both formally and in­ 
formally.” 
In addition to a dining room, 
the average home now being 
built devotes approximately 154 
square feet to the kitchen, and 
87 per cent of these kitchens are 
designed to accommodate table 
seating for at least four peo- 
i 
people,” he said. 
Geographical differences in­ 
fluence both home and dining 
room design. 
For example, the one-story 
ranch home was an all-out na­ 
tional favorite accounting for 71 
per cent of new homes built in 
1968. The one marked exception 
was the Northeast region, where 
nearly one-third of the best­ 
selling houses were of tradition­ 
al two-story design. 
STICKLERS for the classic 
a n d t h e conventional, Radloff 
said, Northeasterners also built 
more homes with larger, sepa-

er region in the nation. Some 76 
per cent of all new homes in 
this area had separate dining 
rooms that averaged 150 square 
feet in size.

Their 
average size was 128 square feet 
as opposed to 142 square feet 
nationally. 
Wood flooring was the prefer­ 
ence throughout the nation, with 
the Northeast leading with 78

fectively than the student who 
lives at home. 
But with proper room plan­ 
ning,

can close the gap. 
This is the belief of Jack P. 
Solovy, president of Coreo Inc., 
which has completed more than 
30 
million 
dollars 
worth 
of 
design and furnishings work for 
colleges and universities in the 
past 15 years. 
“Academic achievements de­ 
pend, in the long run, on the 
student’s attitude, ability and 
diligence,’’ Solovy said. “But the 
development 
of 
good 
study 
habits essential for learning can 
be greatly influenced by the 
student's physical environment,’’ 


IN A MODERN dormitory, the 
student 
usually 
has 
the 
ad­ 
vantages of such valuable study 
aids as carefully planned work 
space, 
excellent 
lighting and 
built-in furniture that is design­ 
ed to aid study as well as take 
hard wear, he said. 
Solovy 
pointed 
out. 
that 
if 


home study conditions are less 
than ideal, they can be improved 
by 
adapting 
basic 
dormitory 
design principles to the home. 


HERE ARE SOME of Solovy’s 
suggestions: 
I. Adequate work space is a 
must. There should be enough

installation.”

If a single room can be called 
the most important one in your 
house from a visual standpoint, 
it is the living room ThisToom 
is usually the focal point of a 
home . . . the one most visitors 
see first, establishing the mood 
and decorative theme for the 
rest of the house. 
But the most tastefully deco­ 
rated living room is lost if not 
seen in the proper light. Good, 
balanced lighting should be an 
integral part of any home dec©- - 
rating plan. 
Whether you plan an elabo­ 
rate installation with built-in 
light sources and rewiring or a 
more economical and simple 
. treatment, three basic types of 
lighting will apply: overall illu­ 
mination. light for specific work 
areas and decorative or accent 
lighting. 


A few decades ago, builders 
planned rooms with central 
overhead fixtures, giving no 
thought to other light sources. 


of the lighting treatment. 


Overall lighting is necessary 
to fill in between pools of light 
from table or floor lamps, elimi­ 
nating harsh contrasts between 
light and shadows. 'Three-way 
bulbs are ideal with such lamps, 
changing the light level for TV 
viewing, conversations or other 
activities. 
Areas of the living room used 
for sewing or reading should be 
illuminated with adequate yet 
comfortable and g 1 a r e -f r e e 
l i g h t i n g . Floor, table and 
wall-mounted l a m p s or spot 
lights recessed in the ceiling are 
some of the lighting 'units which 
can be used. 


Accent lighting is employed 
purely for its artistic or deco­ 
rative effect. It can vary from 
tiny, recessed, 
incandescent 
spotlights highlighting a paint­ 
ing or piece of sculpture to 
“ washing” a wall with flu­ 
orescent tubes concealed be­ 
hind a valance board. 
This type of fixture is not as 
common today but is still ex­ 
cellent for overall illumina­ 
tion. It should complement, 
rather than, dominate, the rest

Almost every carpet or run is 
the victim of spots or stains 
from time to time. Most of these 
accidents of spilling and drop­ 
ping can be taken care of with 
little trouble. 


Since carpet is an especially 
durable home furnishing, it can 
withstand a great many acci­ 
dents without being ruined. 


THE DANGERS of spots and 
stains can be minimized if the 
housewife will follcw these throe 
rules: (1) act quickly when any­ 
thing .is dropped or spilled on 
the carpet. Remove spots and 
stains before they dry. (21 have 
necessary cleaning equipment 
always at hand. (3) try to iden­ 
tify what caused the spot or 
stain and remove it by following 
directions carefully. 


There are two types cf clean­ 
ing m aterial which should be 


kept on hand at all times for 
quick spot cleaning of carpets 
and rugs. These are (I) special 
purpose carpet cleaning deter­ 
gent and (2) non-flammable dry 
cleaning fluid. They are really 
the only two which are suitable 
for home use. 
Others about 
which ycu may hear are useful 
in the hands of skilled cleaners 
but may do considerable dam­ 
age if not properly used. 
GENERAL p r o c e d u r e in 
cleaning spots from your carpet 
is as follows: 
Step I: Remove excess m ate­ 
rials. In the case cf liquids, ab­ 
sorb with a clean white cloth or 
other

or spatula or 'use a sponge. 
Step 2: Apply a dry-cleaning

SANTA CRUZ (UP1) — Sheriff’s deputies today 
arrested John Liniey Frazier, charged with the slay­ 
ing of Victor M. Ohta and four others, less than a mile 
from the scene of the mass murders at Ohta’s moun- 
taintop mansion. 


The suspect, a 24-year-old Santa Cruz mechanic 
who “dropped out" and became a hippie, was picked 
up at 7:30 a.m. in a heavily wooded area staked out 
by officers since soon after the killings Monday night. 
An hour later, Santa Cruz County Sheriff's As­ 
sistant Lou Keller told newsmen the man in custody 
was definitely Frazier. 


He was brought out of the mountainous, heavily 
timbered terrain and taken to 
the Santa Cruz County Jail. 
It w as reported that shooting

The board made it clear yes­ 
terday that the bond measure 
and the need for a long-range 
regional system were not in con­ 
flict.

of the state college trustees,

Les Tonneaux Takes Its Place 


A new name in Marin County 
restaurants is Les Tonneaux in 
Corte Madera. 
Translated from the French, 
this means The Barrels and re­ 
fers to the wine barrels which 
project from the walls of the 
dining room as part of the res­ 
taurant's remodeling. 
Remodeling work, by the way. 
has been going on for several 
months. You must have noticed 
it if you have eaten recently at 
what was previously Gregory's 
Restaurant. 
Yes. the name of Gregory's is 
being surrendered, not. without 
some regrets by owners John 
Napoli. Angelo Camilleri and 
Bernard Epstein, for it was a 
good name and brought them a 
continuous flow of business. And 
if original owner Gregory Seu- 
bert should ever move back to 
Marin and reopen a n o t h e r 
place, it should be his to use 
again. 
But it is the custom of crea­ 
tive restaurateurs to want their 
own thing - in name as well as 
in substance. With a different 
personality emerging here, per­ 
haps it is right that the change 
be carried all the way. 
Redecorating is still going on 
and should be finished by grand 
opening time - Nov. 10,* 11 and 
12. Most of the work that re­ 
mains to be done is in the bar 
and lounge. A brick facing has 
already appeared behind the 
bar and the piano bar has been 
moved to the banquet room, 
which will have new wall decor 
and carpeting for sound damp­ 
ing and small tables. This room 
can still be used for parties at 
lunchtime and for dinners dur­ 
ing the week when there is no 
nightly entertainment.

An 
average buffalo weighs about 
1,800 pounds but the meat is 
usually very' tender, particular­ 
ly that of the young bulls and is 
s o l d commercially by some 
meat wholesalers - though not 
inexpensively.

Hollis Says Friese 
To Keep Reed Job 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 


County Schools Supt. Virgil S. 
Hollis has relented on his can­ 
cellation of superintendent serv­ 
ice to the Reed School District 
as of Oct. 31. 
Hollis said today he is willing 
that his a s s i s t a n t , Stanley 
Friese, remain longer on loan to 
the Reed district “ to help them 
in their problem of transition 
until a permanent superintend­ 
ent is hired.” 
Friese, he emphasized, will 
not be that permanent superin­ 
tendent. “ He will return to the 
county office,” said Hollis. 
Also, Friese will continue to 
report to the county board of ed­ 
ucation on his stewardship of 
the'Reed district. His next re­ 
port is scheduled Nov. 2, Hollis 
said. 
Friese’s Oct. 9 report to the 
county board, in which he said 
he “had to step on a lot of toes” 
since taking over as interim su­ 
perintendent of the Reed dis­ 
trict, brought a blast from Reed 
Trustee Leo Souza, who con­ 
tended the interim superintend­ 
ent should report only to the dis­ 
trict board. On Souza's motion, 
the Reed board voted 3-1 to send 
a letter to Hollis objecting to 
Friese’s reporting to the county 
board. 
Hollis promptly notified the 
Reed board that the contract for 
the county to provide an interim 
superintendent would be can­ 
celed as of Oct. 31. 
Tile c o u n t y superintendent 
said today several members of 
the Reed board had urged him 
to relent on the deadline created 
cause of the difficulties rraeted 
for the district if it had to find 
another temporary superintend­ 
ent. He said he had agreed to 
allow Friese to remain longer 
“ to help them out,” possibly as 
long as Der. 31, the terminal 


date of the original agreement 
of last June for the county to 
furnish superintendent services. 
He emphasized that the con­ 
tract was for the county schools 
ofice to furnish superintendent 
services, not a contract between 
the Reed district and Friese. Al­ 
though paid by the Reed dis­ 
trict, Friese remains a county 
schools employee and is obligat­ 
ed to report to the county board, 
Hollis stressed. 
Meanwhile, a new set of bro­ 
chures has been prepared by 
the Reed district in its search 
for a permanent superintendent, 
and the screening committee 
named to go over applications 
has been reactivated. 
When the screening commit­ 
tee was set up following resig­ 
nation last spring of Supt. Rob­ 
ert D. Gaw, the Reed board re­ 
moved itself entirely from the 
process of winnowing candi­ 
dates. Members of the screen­ 
ing committee were selected by 
various citizen committees in 
the district and by the Reed 
District Parent-Teacher Club, 
not by the board. 
The committee presented two 
names from among some 60 ap­ 
plicants. Both were rejected by 
the board. 
A new law effective next 
month eliminates the require­ 
ment that a district superintend­ 
ent hold teaching and adminis­ 
trative credentials. Under the 
Teacher Licensing Law of 1970, 
signed July 30 by the governor,, 
no credential is necessary for a 
superintendent. This could mean # 
that the Reed district could re- ’ 
cruit outside the education pro­ 
fession. 
Chairman Gordon C.Wright of 
the Reed board said no move 
for such recruiting has been 
made yet, but “ we might do it.” 
The job is advertised to pay 
$22,000 to $26,000 per year.

Marin's Program For U.N. 


Provides Wry Commentary 


Marin will observe the 25th anni­ 
versary of the United Nations with a 
program tonight at the Festival Thea­ 
ter in San Anselmo. 
The program, featuring San Fran­ 
cisco Supervisor Dianne Feinstein as 
speaker, originally was scheduled for 
the Civic Center. It was moved to the 
F e s t i v a l Theater because the Civic 
Center now is closed at night as a part 
of security measures adopted after the 
Oct. 8 courtroom bombing. 
The fact that it no longer is safe to 
•liave public night meetings in Marin 
County’s No. 1 public building says a 
great deal about the state of civiliza­ 
tion in our county, and the respect for 
law, order and mutual responsibility 
on which civilization rests. 
The fact that the Civic Center 
therefore is not available for a pro­ 
gram celebrating the birthday of the 
United Nations affords another wry 
commentary. 


THE UNITED NATIONS was born 
amid high hopes a quarter-century ago 
in San Francisco. 
It has not. to date, fulfilled those 
high hopes. It has failed to keep the 
world free from war. It has failed to 
bring the degree of international coop­ 
eration which its founders envisioned. 
It has failed to prevent unilateral ac­ 
tions by the great powers, secret treat­ 
ies among nations great and small, the 
imposition of dictatorships upon peo­ 
ple who did not ask for them. 
There are those who therefore call 
•-it a failure. a C o m m u n i s t front, a 
worse-than-useless 
expense 
saddled 
principally upon the United States. 


THE UNITED NATIONS Building 
is for New York a tourist attraction 
comparable to the Civic C e n t e r for 
Marin County. 
Hundreds of people from through­ 
out the world — from fascist coun­ 
tries. communist countries, democra­ 
cies, autocracies — work in the United 
Nations Building. There, in scores of 
tongues, leaders from countries as dis­ 
parate as the United States and the 
Byelorussian Soviet Socialist Republic 
debate matters of national and world 
import. Thousands of tourists throng 
the building’s halls. Pickets protesting 
something as far away as Rhodesia or 
Outer Mongolia are not-unusual sights 
outside its doors. 
In December. 1964. three Cubans 
fired a rocket across the East River at 
the United N a t i o n s Building. Their 
aim was bad. 
That was as close as the U.N. sky­ 
scraper. with its thousands of windows, 
has come to being closed bv a bomb. 
THE UNITED N A T I O N S is 25 
years old. The United States of Ameri­ 
ca is nearly two centuries old. Marin 
County is well bevond its first century 
mark. 
Those who attend the program at 8 
o'clock tonight at the Festival Theater 
will be honoring a world organization 
that, for all its shortcomings, seems to 
have succeeded a little better in its 
first 25 years in subjecting disagree­ 
ments to civilized discussion than our 
nation and county have done in their 
much longer lives. 
Perhaps the U.N. is really the hope 
of the future' which its f o u n d e r s 
dreamed it might be. 


About That Ecology Flag 


The San Rafael Board of Education 
As mulling over what response to make 
.-to a student request that San Rafael 
'.High School be p e r m i t t e d to fly a 
/green ecology flag beneath the Stars 
and Stripes and the California Bear 
Flag on the school’s flag pole. 
We really don’t see a sound reason 
-for not allowing a third flag on the 
pole. However, if a third flag is to be 
run up, it s h o u 1 d mean something. 
Flying a green flag won’t do anything 
Tor the ecology. 


We have a s u g g e s t i o n for the 
school board: Why not make the ecolo­ 
gy flag a symbol of a clean campus — 
which is the most direct and immedi­ 
ate way the students can contribute to 
improving the environment? Let the 
flag be flown when the c a m p u s is 
clean, but not when the campus is lit­ 
tered.

Government agencies have 
jio business contributing to the 
flood of unwanted mail that 
the average American has to 
deal with. Yet many federal 
agencies regularly sell lists of 
names and addresses they ac­ 
cumulate 
in 
the 
course 
of 
carrying out their official res­ 
ponsibilities. Tnis is a boon for 
-some businesses and lobbyists. 
Tiut a nuisance and an invasion 
-of privacy for most of those 
whose names are thus sold. 


Ironically, 
a n 
admirable 
piece of law-making, the Free-

dom of information Act of 
1967. is used by many agencies 
as justificiation for selling the 
names 
and 
addresses. 
And 
contradictorily, an exemption 
in the same law. guarding 
against invasion of privacy, is 
used by other agencies to re­ 
fuse to sell the lists. 
Representative H o r t o n of 
New York earlier this year in­ 
troduced a bill to prohibit sales 
of mailing lists for '‘commer­ 
cial or other solicitation" or 
for illegal uses. His investiga­ 
tion of the matter, on a con­ 
stituent’s complaint, 
put an 
end to a dangerous practice by 
the Internal Revenue Service 


— selling lists of gun collec­ 
tors, a good way to advertise 
where guns could be stolen. 
Countless groups of Ameri­ 
cans, such as airplane pilots, 
amateur radio operators and 
boat owners, still are subject 
to having their names sold 
from federal records set up for 
other purposes. Horton's bill 
deserves 
congressional 
a p- 
proval. in the absence of exec­ 
utive 
a c t i o n 
that 
would 
straighten out the variant poli­ 
cies of the agencies. 
One point not clear in Hor­ 
ton’s proposal is whether the 
wording would ban the sales of 
lists for vote-solicitation and 
lobbying purposes. Buyers of 
the IRS gun-collectors’ list in­ 
cluded the Firearms Lobby of 
America and Citizens Against 
Tydings. Without getting into 
the merits of the Maryland 
senator's fight with the gun 
lobby, the ban on sales of fed­ 
eral mailing lists should be ap­ 
plied unmistakably to lobby­ 
ists as well as commercial 
users.

in search of dogs. They nabbed 
three and cited one owner, ac- j 
cording to Christopher Arend. 
study body president. 
“ We hope to have the (hu­ 
mane society) dog c a t c h e r s 
here at least once a week,” said 
Arend. "Yesterday's (Wednes­ 
day's! collection went without 
incident." 
Last year when the dog catch­ 
ers went on campus, students 
hung signs from building win­ 
dows proclaiming "Keep Dogs 
on Campus.” 
"The students were very co­ 
operative." Mel L. Morse, exec­ 
utive director of the humane so­ 
ciety. said yesterday. "It was 
their idea to ask us (society) to 
come on campus." 
The new rules, which were 
drafted by the students, are ex­ 
pected to be expanded by the 
board of trustees to encompass 
all animals on campus, not just 
dogs. 
A fact sheet drafted by the - 
students on the dog problem 
says about 50 persons have been 
bitten on campus by dogs during 
the last three years and the col­ 
lege is spending about S50 a 
week cleaning up dog drop­ 
pings.

Put the whole family in the 
skiing mood with the types of 
group exercise even the small­ 
est child will enjoy.

Most parents know how im- 
p o r t a nt properly functioning 
equipment and well-adjusted 
bindings are to the safety and 
e n j o y m e n t of their family’s 
skiing. Children grow up and 
some parents grow out during 
the summer months. Weight 
changes such as these necessi­ 
tate minor start-of-the season 
binding adjustments by your ski 
shop. 


In addition to a binding-check, 
look over the bottoms of your 
family’s skis. A smooth running 
surface aids control — a safety 
element important to all skiers. 
Last spring's gouges should be 
c l e a n e d and warmed before 
poking holes in their sides. Fill 
the area with the drippings 
from a lighted filling candle 
and. while still w'arm. smooth it 


over with a knife blade. Once 
the patch cools, even off with a 
piece of smooth sandpaper.

Novatans will go to the polls 
Nov. 3 to pass judgment on a 
$3 25 million bond issue for 
street improvements — Measure 
D on the ballot. Passage will 
require approval by two-thirds 
of those voting. 
The money, according to 
Public Works Director Clif­ 
ford E. Temps, will be used to 
improve long neglected major 
collector streets and for work 
the city must do in connection 
with the state’s planned High- 
way 101 bypass of the city. 
The latter obligation of the 
city, called “freeway accommo­ 
dation work” by Temps, will 
cost about $500,000 and must be 
done whether or not the bond 
issue passes. 
The city council this year lev­ 
ied^ a five-year tax of 30 cents per 
WM to pay for freeway accom­ 
modation work. 


I* "However, 
the 
proposed 
hood issue would cover tins 
work as well improve collec­ 
tor streets and if it passes, 
Temps said, the 30-cent tax 
will be used to retire the 
bonds. 


^J^ssage therefore, according 
to Temps, would require no in­ 
crease in the tax rate, at least 
not for the five years that the 
city is already saddled with the 
accent tax the city fathers found 
unavoidable. 


ff the hood issue fails. 
Temps said, Novatans will 
still be taxed, but all the reve­ 
nue must be devoted to free­ 
way accommodation while 
collector streets, given only 
minimum essential repair, 
mtist continue to suffer until 
such time as a bond issue does 
- pass. 


Tentative plans call for selling 
the bonds over a five-year period 


as the money is needed, he said. 
If 24-year bonds are sold, re­ 
demption would require a tax 
rate ranging from 28.3 cents in 
fiscal 1971-72 to a high erf 39 cents 
in fiscal 1974-75 then drop grad­ 
ually to a low of 2.3 cents in 1994- 
95, averaging out at 22.4 cents 
annually. 
An 18-year redemption pro­ 
gram would average 30.1 cents 
annually. 
This is the third time that a 
bond issue for street improve­ 
ment has been before the vot­ 
ers and Temps said yester­ 
day that if it again fails to 
pass, “we ll try again every 
six months until it does 
pass.” 
In the argument accompany­ 
ing the ballot, proponents state 
that street mileage has in­ 
creased 
since 
incorporation 
through annexation and develop­ 
ment from 47 to 87 miles, an 85 
per cent gain. But cars using 
those streets have increased 
from 9,084 to more than 25,000, a 
175 per cent increase. This has 
been accompanied by a 223 per 
cent increase in pedestrian acci­ 
dents and a 260 per cent increase 
in vehicle accidents. 
An additional argument in 
favor is that use af bond issue 
money to improve collector 
streets and do freeway ac­ 
commodation work will free 
between $170,000 and $250,090 
in gasoline tax revenue for 
other streets in the commu­ 
nity badly in need of repair. 
No argument opposing the 
bond issue accompanies the 
sample ballot. 
Freeway accomodation work, 
according to Temps, includes: 
Signalization (rf two intersec­ 
tions at a cost of $100,000, at 
Novato and Rowland boulevards 
and Redwood and Rowland bou- 


levards to accommodate the 
planned Rowland offramp from 
the freeway. 
“Substantial improvements” 
at a cost of $250,000 on Diablo 
Avenue and Novato and South 
Novato boulevards to accomo­ 
date increased traffic. 
Channettzatim of the In­ 
tersection of Rowland and 
South Novato boulevards at a 
cost of $100,601. 


Widening <rf Delong Avemie at 
a cost of $50,000 from existing 
Highway 101 to the new bypass. 
The balance of the money to be 
spent on collector streets would 
pay for reconstruction of:

Creek to San Marin Drive.

Railroad Avenue from the new 
railroad crossing to Olive Ave­ 
nue. 
Olive Avenue from Highway 
101 to Fourth Street. 
Vallejo Avenue from Highway 
101 to Seventh Street. 
Fourth Street from Grant 
Avenue to its north end. 
Seventh Street from Grant 
Avenue to Vallejo Avenue. 
Landscaping a big cut when 
San Marin Drive is moved south 
to connect with Atherton Ave­ 
nue.

This is a reduction in U.S.-oc­ 
cupied land of 16 per cent in the 
past two years the agency said, 
but pointed out that American 
base land totals about one-sixth 
the area of Tokyo and is 90 times 
bigger than the site of the 1970 
world exposition in Osaka. 


Aid To Hong Kong 


HONG KONG (UPI) - The 
United States will donate about 
$176,000 to Hong Kong welfare 
agencies during the 1970 under 
the U.S. Government’s Far East 
refugee program. 
The funds are to help provide 
social services to refugees from 
Communist China and are chan­ 
neled to several local voluntary 
agencies under an annual con­ 
tract.

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Shape Kitchen 
To Fit Need 


According to Hotpoint's Kitch­ 
en Planning Service, the home­ 
maker can select from four ba­ 
sic k i t c h e n floor plans — 
U-Shaped, L-Shaped, Corridor, 
and One-Wall. 
There are variations of each 
of these plans caused by door 
and window locations, but nev­ 
ertheless, each basic shape will 
retain its essential advantages 
and disadvantages. 
Experts rate these basic de­ 
signs as follows: 
The U-Shaped kitchen contin­ 
ues to be a floor-plan leader. It 
adapts easily to efficient work 
patterns and, properly designed, 
this shape affords ample count­ 
er and storage space. 
TO B E effective, however, a 
U-Shape requires m a x i m u m 
space. If squeezed into an 8x8 
foot area, the corners waste 
space and are overly expensive. 
The U-Shape is often used in 
connection with a family room, 
with one arm of the ‘U ’ as a 
room dividing peninsula.

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What To Look For When Buying TV 


There is more to buying a tel 
evision set than arranging for 
the financing. 
In 
fac\ price 
alone should never be the decid­ 
ing point when purchasing a set. 
_ Prices can be confuting since 
they range from less than $100 
for a s m a l l - s c r e e n black- 
and-white set to more than $2000 
for a home enterta'nment sys­ 
tem which includes color televi­ 
sion. stereo and tape player. 
Quality color television sets will 
range from $400 to $300 this 
year. 
As a guide to a sounder ap­ 
proach to this home entertain­ 
ment investment, design engi­ 
neers for Teledyne Packard Bell 
in Los Angeles give these t ps: 
COMPARE the square inches 
of actual picture provided by 
the television screen. All manu­ 
facturers must specify televi­ 
sion sizes according to the ac­ 
tual viewing area, rather than 
the size of the picture tube. It 
determines the brightness and 
clarity of your picture. The 
higher the voltage, usually the 
better the picture. The set you 
buy should have at least 1.000 
volts for each diagonal inch of 
v i e w i n g area. The present 
25-inch set with newer technical 
r e f i n e m e n t s , for example, 
should have approximately 24.- 
500 to 25.000 volts for a well- 
defined picture. 
Automatic color control and 
automatic noise inverter are im­ 
portant for good color reception. 
Preset fine tuning allows setting 
of the channel once and does 
away with c o n s t a n t fiddling 
with the set. In some color sets, 
there are electronic provisions 
called automatic frequency con­ 
trol (AFC) or automatic line 
tuning (APT) ihat does the fine 
tuning for you. These devices 
are to color TV what AFC is to 
FM radios, locking in the best 
picture electronically and au­ 
tomatically. 
MANUFACTURERS are cur­ 
rently in a race to achieve high­ 
er color picture brightness lev­ 
els. Ask to view black matrix 
type color tubes, those that 
c o m b i n e improved phosphor 
with a new process that sur­ 
rounds the screen's nearly one 
million tiny dots wi h a black 
coating. Black matrix or sur­ 
round offers brilliance, color pu­ 
rity and color fidelity not found 
in conventional tubes.

If every room were ideally de­ 
signed, 
your 
decorating

because m any rooms are very 
definitely not well designed, due 
to w hatever v a r i a n c e s m av 
have entered, you have to use 
a few tricks. 


If the problem is a room that 
is practically square, you want 
to avoid turning it into a box. 
The trick is to give one wall a

Is the problem a low ceiling? 
The answer is to em phasize ver­ 
tical lines.

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Dining Room 
In Comeback 


By DOROTHEA M. BROOKS 
NEW YORK (UPD - The 
dining room, virtually extinct 
only a few years ago, has made 
a comeback. 
Today, the dining room occu­ 
pies about 142 square feet of 
space a room averaging nearly 
12 by 12 feet in approximately 
63 per cent of all new single 
family homes. It accounts for 8.7 
per cent of thetotal cost of the 
average $28.WO home. 
STANDARD features general­ 
ly include wood flooring or car­ 
peting rather than tile, at least 
two windows, and a hanging 
chandelier. What's more, the 
dining room is three times more 
likely than the living room to be 
treated with expensive wallpa­ 
per and, in 28 per cent of new 
homes, even includes built-in 
storage. 
That’s the word of people who 
keep an eye on such things: the 
marketing experts for B. Brody 
Seating Co.. Chicago manufac­ 
turer of dining furniture. Henry 
0. Radloff, vice president of 
Brody’s dinette division, said 
“There’s no question but that 
the dining room once again is 
an essential . . . Homemakers 
appear to have had enough of 
dispensing methodical meals in 


the kitchen or in a tight little 
island connected to the living 
room. They want to serve grac­ 
iously in a separate room de­ 
signed for the purpose and away 
from the clutter that’s part and 
parcel of food preparation.” 


IN FACT, Radloff said, “To­ 
day’s homemaker is demanding 
a choice of spaces and places to 
serve food both formally and in­ 
formally.” 
In addition to a dining room, 
the average home now being 
built devotes approximately 154 
square feet to the kitchen, and 
87 per cent of these kitchens are 
designed to accommodate table 
seating for at least four peo- 
people,” he said. 
Geographical differences in­ 
fluence both home and dining 
room design. 
For example, the one-story 
ranch home was an all-out na­ 
tional favorite accounting for 71 
per cent of new homes built in 
1968. The one marked exception 
was the Northeast region, where 
nearly one-third of the best­ 
selling houses were of tradition­ 
al two-story design.

“ Academic achievements de­ 
pend. in the long run, on the 
student's attitude, ability and 
diligence." Solovy said. “ But the

student's physical environment." 


IN A MODERN dormitory, the 
student 
usually 
has 
the ad­ 
vantages of such valuable study 
aids as carefully planned work 
space, 
excellent 
lighting and

hard wear, he said. 
Solovy 
pointed 
out 
that 
if 


home study conditions are less 
than ideal, they can be improved 
by adapting 
basic 
dormitory 
design principles to the home. 


H ER E ARE SOME of Solovy's 
suggestions: 
1. Adequate work space is a 
must. There should be enough 
fiat working surface to allow

time-consuming, 
lengthens study periods, and can 
prove discouraging. 
Solovy 
noted 
that

desks with broad w o r k i n g 
surfaces. 
“ Most homes, h o w e v e r , 
because of the restrictions of ex­ 
isting furnishings or s m a l l 
rooms, won't accommodate a 
large, free-standing d e s k , ’ ’ 
Solovy said, “ and it wouldn’t be 
practical to make a permanent 
installation."

Dividing Small Quarters 


If a single room can be called 
the most important one in your 
house from a visual standpoint, 
it is the living room This Tooin 
is usually the focal point of a 
home . . . the one most visitors 
see first, establishing the mood 
and decorative theme for the 
rest of the house. 
But the most tastefully deco­ 
rated living room is lost if not 
seen in the proper light. Good, 
balanced lighting should be an 
integral part of any home deco- . 
rating plan. 
Whether you plan an elabo­ 
rate installation with 
built-in 
light sources and rewiring or a 
more economical and simple 
treatment, three basic types of 
lighting will apply: overall illu­ 
mination. light for specific work 
areas and decorative or accent 
lighting. 


A few decades ago, builders 
planned rooms with central 
overhead fixtures, giving no 
thought to other light sources. 
This type of fixture is not as 
common today but is still ex­ 
cellent, for overall illumina­ 
tion. It should complement, 
rather than dominate, the rest

of the lighting treatment. 


Overall lighting is necessary 
to fill in between pools of light 
from table or floor lamps, elimi­ 
nating harsh contrasts between 
light and shadows. Three-way 
bulbs are ideal with such lamps, 
changing the light level for TV 
viewing, conversations or other 
activities. 
Areas of the living room used 
for sewing or reading should be 
illuminated with adequate yet 
comfortable and g l a r e - f r e e 
l i g h t i n g . Floor, table and 
wall-mounted l a m p s or spot 
lights recessed in the ceiling are 
some of the lighting units which 
can be used. 


Accent lighting is employed 
purely for its artistic or deco­ 
rative effect. It can vary from 
tiny, recessed, incandescent 
spotlights highlighting a paint­ 
ing or piece of sculpture to 
“washing” a wall with flu­ 
orescent tubes concealed be­ 
hind a valance board. 


All of these lighting tech­ 
niques will be treated in detail 
at a later date in this column. 
Combined, they can add that ex­ 
tra touch of dramatic creativity 
that sets your living room aside 
from the ordinary.

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■ Spots And Stains ■ 


Almost every carpet or run is 
the victim of spots or stains 
from time to time. Most of these 
accidents of spilling and drop­ 
ping can be taken care of with 
little trouble. 


Since carpet is an especially 
durable home furnishing, it can 
withstand a great m any acci­ 
dents without being ruined. 


THE DANGERS of spots and 
stains can be minimized if ?he 
housewife will follow these three 
rules: (1) act quickly when any­ 
thing is dropped or spilled on 
the carpet. Remove spots and 
stains before they dry. (2) have 
necessary 
cleaning 
equipment 
always at hand. (3) try to iden­ 
tify what caused the spot or 
stain and remove it by following 
directions carefully. 


There are two types cf clean­ 
ing m aterial which should be 


kept on hand at all times for 
quick spot cleaning of carpe's 
and rugs. These are (1) special 
purpose carpet cleaning deter­ 
gent and (2) non-flammable dry 
cleaning fluid. They are really 
the only two which are suitable 
for 
home use. 
Others 
about 
which you may hear are useful 
in the hands of skilled cleaners 
but may do considerable dam ­ 
age if not properly used. 
GENERAL p r o c e d u r e in 
cleaning spots from your carpet 
is as follows: 
Step 1: Remove excess m ate­ 
rials. In the case cf liquids, ab­ 
sorb with a clean white cloth or 
other 
absorbent 
m aterial. 
If 
semi-solid, scrape with a spoon 
or spatula or use a sponge. 
Step 2: Apply a dry-cleaning 
fluid, blotting gently and work­ 
ing from the edges cf a spot or
